3.    Approve/ Disapprove Lincoln water works agreement for 7th St sewer project
Wilken stated the agreement is being reviewed by the Village attorney. Wilken made a motion to table
the approval of the Lincoln water works agreement until we hear back from the attorney. Sobota
seconded the motion. Roll call vote: All ayes. Motion carried 4-0.

4.    Discussion Approve/ Disapprove Tree dump hours

continue to be during the week by call only.

5.    Discussion Approve/ Disapprove Community Building repairs
Wilken stated with the quote being over $600,000 for phase one of the building repairs he thinks the
Village needs to start looking into other options for a community center. Sobota stated the building
needs a lot of repairs and to keep pouring money into fixing it is pointless. Wilken made a motion to
disapprove the Community Building repairs quote and to have Danielle Rein form a building committee
to see what our options are. Sobota seconded the motion. Roll call vote: All ayes. Motion carried 4-0.

6.    Approve/ Disapprove Rockwells Small Animal permit
Greve stated it is a fenced in yard and the bunnies will be located in a hutch. Sobota made a motion to
approve Rockwells Small Animal permit. Ahlman seconded the motion. Roll call vote: All ayes. Motion
carried 4-0.

7.    Approve/ Disapprove Leadabrand culvert permit with variance included at 112 Broad Street
Wilken made a motion to approve Leadabrands culvert permit with a variance to put in two 12inch in
diameter culverts at 112 Broad Street. Ahlman seconded the motion. Roll call vote: All ayes. Motion
carried 4-0.
